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S I  PER V ESOR'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Citizens  of  North  Berwick: 

Gentlemen, — To  save  expense  of  printers'  ink.  I  shall  make  this 
report  very  brief.  While  some  of  the  schools  have  done  better 
than  others,  and  some  terms  have  been  more  successful  than  others 
I  believe  it  is  true  that  the  general  progress  has  been  exceptional- 
ly good.  There  have  been  no  cases  of  severe  discipline,  and  noth- 
ing has  occurred  to  interrupt  the  nearly  uniform  success. 

The  teachers  have  been  active,  industrious,  apparently  interest- 
ed in  their  work,  feeling  their  responsibility  and  manifesting  a 
disposition  to  do  their  duty.  The  scholars,  for  the  most  part,  have 
been  obedient,  good  iu  their  deportment,  quite  constant  at  school, 
though  not  so  punctual  as  we  could  have  wished.  No  complaint 
can  be  made  of  some  falling  off  in  attendance  in  our  schools  in 
severe  or  sickly  seasons ;  but  there  is  a'great  deal  of  inexcusable 
absence  throughout  the  year.  There  is  no  more  grievous  discour- 
agement to  the  teacher  than  irregular  attendance.  It  is  the  hate- 
ful moth  that  gnaws  the  fabric,  that  is  woven  every  day.  The  ir- 
regular scholar  ceases  to  be  a  part  of  the  working  machinery 
of  the  school-room.  There  are  two  scholars,  whose  record  is 
worthy  of  imitation  and  mention,  Minnie  S.  Littletield  and  John 
Abbott,  ages  twelve  and  ten  respectively,  who  were  not  absent, 
tardy,  or  dismissed,  during  eight  terms  in  the  Grammar,  and  one 
term  in  the  High  School.  There  are  a  few  others,  who  would  have 
had  the  same  record,  but  for  sickness. 

If  all  parents  would  visit  the  schools,  and  consult  the  teachers 
about  their  children,  and  both  feel  and  exhibit  a  hearty  interest  in 
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their  punctuality,  good  behavior,  and  advancement,  there  would  be 
an  immense  improvement.  Yet  it  occurs  agaiu  and  again,  that 
parent.*  who  know  nothing  of  school  or  teacher  by  personal  obser- 
vation, listen  to  children's  silly  and  exaggerated  talk,  grumble  at 
airy  nothings,  keep  their  children  away  for  days  and  weeks,  and 
sow  seeds  of  discontent  and  disorder,  thai  not  only  do  no  earthly 
good,  but  that  do  great  harm  lo  the  scholar,  and  impair  the  useful, 
nesa  of  the  teacher.  If  we  had  angels  for  teachers,  there  would 
some  such  things  be  taking  place.  Parent*,  be  true  to  the  trust 
committed  to  your  care,  and  not  neglect  the  education  of  your 
children.  I  wilt  say  a  few  words  relative  to  the  Graded  Schools, 
then  close  this  report;  although  pages  might  be  written  of  the 
working  of  the  schools,  and  suggestions  that  might  be  made. 

The  Primary.  Intermediate  and  Grammar  Schools,  have  done  a 
large  amount  of  work  thoroughly .  The  order  was  never  better, 
if  as  good,  since  my  connection  with  the  schools.  Sixteen  pupils 
graduated  at  the  close  of  the  Fall  term  from  the  Grammar  school e 
and  entered  the  High  school  as  pupils,  '["his  class  had  a  thorough 
examination  in  History,  Grammar,  Intellectual  and  Written  Arith- 
metic, geographv  and  map  drawing-  Not  a  question  was  asked 
that  was  not  correctly  answered  by  the  class,  if  the  individual  pu- 
pil failed  at  the  time.  A  class  from  the  Primary  enters  the  Inter- 
mediate and  a  class  from  the  lutenndiaie  the  Grammar  echo  >l,  at 
the  commencement  of  next  term. 

The  ELigh  School  has  done  an  unusual  amouu  of  work  for 
pupils  of  their  age.  In  every  branch  of  study,  tic  work  has  been 
well  done.  No  smattering  of  work  for  i he  sake  of  show,  but  a 
thorough  knowledge' in  every  branch  of  Study  pursued.  Kven 
exercise  is  with  promptness  and  precision.  It  may  well  be  -aid. 
"This  is  a  model  school;"  and  it  has  never  been  in  B8  prosperous 
a  condition  as  at  the  present  time.  The  marked  improvement  in 
deportment   and  scholarship,  the  commendable  progress"    of  the 

scholars  in  their  studies,  arc  some  of  the  good  results  of  retaining 

the  services  of  faithful  and  competent  teacher-,  for  successive 
terms.  The  Supervisor  takes  groai  pleasure  in  announcing  that 
he  considers  the  school-  of  the  town  in  excellent  condition.

SUPERVISOR'S  REPORT. 


Fellow  Townsmen  :  It  becomes  my  duty  at  this  time  to  place 
before  you  a  statement  of  the  progress  of  our  schools  during  the 
past  year,  together  with  the  financial  standing  of  the  same.  And 
as  the  common  school  is  the  breastwork  from  behind  which  we 
must  light  all  evils  with  which  society  is  afflicted,  please  pardon 
me  for  ottering  a  very  few  suggestions  in  relation  to  certain  requi- 
sites in  their  machinery  and  management,  that  we  may  realize  the 
greatest  benefit  from  our  appropriations  for  educational  purposes. 

First  :  The  teacher  must  be  master  of  his  business.  The  basis 
of  true  success  in  any  occupation  is  a  thorough  knowledge  of  all 
its  requirements,  a  fixed  purpose  well  defined  and  understood  and 
a  sufficient  amount  of  executive  force.  Hence  he  who  essays  to 
mould  and  form  the  human  character,  to  guide  and  develop  the 
immortal  mind,  most  certainly  needs  the  clearest 'perceptions,  the 
brightest  ideals  and  a  deep  understanding.  He  cannot  raise  his 
standard  too  high.  Perfection  is  not  among  human  attainments. 
But  he  who  attempts  to  train  the  young  ideas  should  strive  most 
earnestly  to  approximate  to  it.  Some  teachers  fail  from  a  want 
of  ability  to  impart  the  knowledge  which  they  really  possess. 
Others  on  account  of  a  lack  of  ability  to  govern,  uot  being  good 
disciplinarians.  • 

'Tis  education  forma  the  common  mind, 
Just  as  the  twig  is  bent,  the  tree's  inclined." 

How  important  then  that  those  who  for  a  season  have  the  care 
of  the  youthful  twigs  of  our  common  schools,  standing  as  the}r  do 
at  the  fountain  head  of  influence,  should  be  masters  of  what  they 
attempt  to  teach  and  combine  all  the  elements  of  character  indis- 
pensable to  the  successful  teaeher. 
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Second:  There  must  be  co-operatiou  on  the  part  of  parents. 
Without  this  a  good  school  is  impossible.  Here  let  me  say  to  pa- 
rents, as  you  love  your  darling  children,  do  not,  by  word  or  action 
make  them  agents  to  carry  into  effect  any  dislike  you  may  have 
against  the  teacher  or  supervisor,  or  to  give  you  any  present  ad- 
vantage in  any  dispute  or  contention  which  may  exist  in  your 
neighborhood.  You  would  not  administer  to  your  child  any  pois- 
onous dreg  which  you  knew  would  make  him  a  confirmed  invalid. 
No,  indeed  ;  then  please  don't  poison  his  mind,  that  shall  live  and 
its  influence  be  felt  after  you  have  left  the  stage  of  action,  by  let- 
ting him  understand  that  he  can  do  as  he  pleases  at  school,  or  ts\ 
en  that  you  would  not  be  displeased  if  he  made  some  trouble  there, 
Such  ideas  started  in  the  mind  of  your  child  will  ripen  last  and 
not  only  will  this  blighting  effect  crop  out  all  through  his  life,  but 
will  be  felt  by  others  with  whom  he  comes  in  contact.  Then  re- 
member that  it  is  for  the  good  of  your  children,  lor  the  good  of 
society  and  lor  the  good  of  mankind  that  you  give  the  common 
school  your  hearty  co-operation  and  support,  even  if  there  are 
some  things  about  it  you  could  wish  otherwise.  Could  this  shite 
of  things  exist,  if  children  received  good  and  wholesome  home 
rule,  accompanied  with  right  kind  of  instruction  regarding  their 
course  at  school,  there  would  be  less  trouble  in  some  of  our 
schools.  Of  course  in  some  there  are  restless,  mischievous,  and 
sometimes  even  rebellious  spirits,  who  attempt  to  secede  or  to  get 
up  a  corner  on  discipline)  or  perhaps  give  an  essay  on  school  man- 
agement and  then  insist  on  being  let  alone.  Any  attempt  on  the 
part  of  the  teacher  to  coeice  the  refractory  party  is  simply  outra- 
geous— in  their  opinion.  These  cases  41:11s!  be  met  with  decisive 
action.  The  discipline  ami  order  of  the  schoolroom  must  be  main, 
tained,  as  the  teacher  understards  it,  or  the  school  becomes  a  fail- 
ure. 

TbULD:  There  is  another  serious  drawback  to  the  BUCCessofour 
schools  in  the  moral  divisions:  it  is  the  iton  uniformity  Oj '  tr.vt 
books,  This  is  a  set  ions  disadvantage  to  the  greatest  amount  of 
good  which  a  school  might  realize,  were  it   otherwise.    In  some 
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schools  of  not  more  than  twenty  pupils  I  find  no  les9  than  seven 
classes  in  Arithmetic,  where  theie  ought  to  be  only  three  ;  I  also 
find  five  classes  in  Geography  where  there  should  be  but  two  ;  and 
the  same  in  other  studies  to  a  less  extent.  Many  of  these  were 
classes  of  only  one  pupil,  simply  because  modern  text  books  had 
not  been  furnished.  A  great  many  poor  people  find  it  difficult 
10  obtain  money  to  purchase  the  necessary  school  books  for  their 
children  and  1  fear  this  evil  will  not.  wholly  disappear  until  our 
t(/wn  shall  vote  an  appropriation  to  be  used  by  the  Supervisor  to 
furnish  all  text  books.  This  would  secure  positive  uniformity7  in 
all  the  schools,  would  diminish  the  number  of  classes  by  one  half 
and  consequently  give  those  that  do  exist  double  the  time  of  the 
teacher  as  before.  It  will  be  seen  by  this  view  of  the  subject, 
that  not  only  will  the  children  of  the  poor,  but  of  the  rich  be  ben- 
efitted, tor  they  will  get  double  the  amount  of  instruction.  And 
I  ask  my  fellow  townsmen  to  consider  this  matter  here  and  now. 
Will  it  not  benefit  all  parties  concerned  to  make  our  common 
sc  hools  in  reality,  what  they  are  in  name,  free  town  schools. 

We  have  reason  to  congratulate  ourselves  upon  the  success  of 
our  schools  the  past  year.  There  have  been  during  the  year  forty 
three  terms  of  the  Common  and  three  terms  of  the  High  school, 
with  an  aggregate  of  446  weeks.  In  only  four  of  the  forty  six 
terms  have  the  schools  failed  to  come  up  to  what  was  reasonably 
to  be- expected  of  them, and  with  only  a  single  one  was  there  any- 
thing like  general  dissatisfaction  expressed.  On  the  other  hand 
many  of  the  schools  were  above  our  anticipations  and  must  be 
considered  a  success. 

Theie  are  quite  a  nurribei  of  hoys  in  different  parts  of  the  town 
from  ten  to  sixteen  years  ol  a^e,  who  attend  school  only  a  few 
days  or  not  at  all.  1  have  called  on  the  paients  ol  some  of  these 
to  try  to  convince  them  ol  the  wrong  they  are  doing  their  offspring 
in  permitting  them  to  remain  out  of  school.  It  seems  almost  in- 
credible that  there  should  be  any  in  our  midst,  whose  minds  are 
so  clouded  to  a  sense  of  their  true  interests  as  to  let  their  chil- 
dren stay  away  from  school  when  they  might  attend. 
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The  graded  schools  have  been  very  pleasant  and  successful. 
The  Primary,  Intermediate,  and  Grammar  Schools  each  have  a 
graduating  class  to  go  up  higher. 

'  It  is  with  sorrow  I  attempt  to  speak  of  the  death  of  our  High 
School  teacher,  Mr.  Wm.  L.  Palmer.  Although  ho  had  been  afflict- 
ed  with  ill  health  for  some  time,  he  toiled  on,  not  complaining,  bat 
battling  with  disease  with  such  unfaltering  fortitude  that  we  be- 
came accustomed  to  his  pale  face  ami  tired  look,  and  when  the 
dread  messenger  came  to  summon  him  away,  only  a  few  days  after 
leaving  the  school  room,  it  came  almost  like  a  dap  of  thunder 
from  a  clear  sky.  By  this  stroke,  of  death  not  only  do  we  lose  a 
most  faithful,  efficient  and  successful  teacher,  orte  perhaps  who 
stands  higher  in  the  esteem  of  this  community,  one  whose  memory 
is  cherished  by  more  loving  hearts  than  any  other  teacher  who  ever 
labored  in  this  town,  but  the  cause  of  education  loses  a  champion, 
who-e  prowess  was  felt  wherever  he  was.  Long  will  his  faithful 
labors  in  this  place  be  remembered  by  his  many  friends. 

The  school  houses  in  Div.  19  ami  in  Div.  8,  near  Reuben  Ran- 
dall's, have  been  painted,  these  being  the  most  defaced.  All  the 
other's  now  need  painting  very  much  and  some  action  by  the  town 
ought  to  be  taken  to  have  it  done,  as  it  will  necessitate  an  outlay 
too  great  to  be  reckoned  as  ordinary  repairs. 

Division  1.  Hannah  PI  Came,  teacher. 

Miss  Came  has  been  during  the  three  terms  a  faithful  and  devo- 
ted teacher,  and  her  pupils  made  rapid  and  thorough  advance- 
ment. This  has  been  a  primary  school,  necessarily  so  to  relieve 
the  overcrowded  primary  department  in  No.  2. 

Division  2,  Primary,  Spring  term,  taught  by  Mrs.  LizztB  S. 
PARKER  who  has  labored  in  this  school  one  year  before  with  good 
results  and  maintained  her  reputation  this  term.  Summer  and 
Winter  terms  tauglu  by  Klla  M.  GrRERNLBAF,  wholias  proved  her. 
self  capable  of  managing  a  large  school  of  small  children  Success- 
fully. The  school  has  been  prosperous  and  pleasant  dining  the 
three  terras. 


Intermediate.  Spring  Term,  Clara  J.  Oakland,  Teacher. 
Summer  and  Winter  Terms,  Horatio  A.  Butler,  Teacher. 

This  department  requires  work  anil  both  teachers  were  equal  to 
their  task.  Good  improvement  was  made  in  all  branches  pursued 
as  iJie  graduating  class  gave  evidence  at  the  close  of  the  last  terra. 
There  has  been  a  great  improvement  in  deportment  in  this  school 
during  the  year. 

Grammar,  Spring  Term,     Horatio  A.  Butler,  Teacher. 

The  teacher  and  most  of  the  pupils  tried  to  accomplish  a  good 
amount  of  work.  The  teacher,  especially,  labored  hard  to  make 
the  school  a  success.  Good  progress  was  made  in  the  studies  pur- 
sued.   The  discipline  was  liar  lly  up  to  the  desired  poini. 

The  Fall  and  Winter  Terms  were  taught  by  Mrs.  Wm.  L.  Pal- 
mer. Mrs.  Palmer  has  been  so  justly  applauded  in  yCars  past  by 
my  predecessor  in  office,  that  it  seems  hardly  necessary  for  me  to 
make  extended  remarks  in  her  praise.  Suffice  it  to  say,  she  has, 
1  think,  surpassed  any  former  effort  in  this  school.  This  is  the 
"most  difficult  of  the  graded  schools  to  govern,  yet  she  has  main- 
tained good  order,  the  first  requisite  for  a  good  school.  Her  work 
was  very  thorough  in  all  the  branches  and  her  manner  of  teaching 
History  is  deserving  special  commendation. 

Division  4.    Spring  Term,  Mrs.  Annie  E.  Wells,  Teacher. 

This  term  was  not  all  that  was  hoped  for  it  at  the  beginning. 
The  teacher  came  well  recommended  with  a  large  and  successful 
experience,  but  in  this  field,  failed  to  secure  the  co-operation  of 
some  of  the  parents,  which  is  indispensable  to  a  good  school. 
While  some  pupils  made  good  progress,  the  best  results  were  not 
realized. 

Fall  and  Winter  Terms  taught  by  M.  Evelyn  Clark. 

Under  tin-  management  of  Miss  Clark  good  progress  was  made. 
This  is  a  very  large  school  for  a  mixed  one.  Consequently  there 
is  much  hard  work  to  be  performed  by  the  teacher,  who  has  la- 
bored very  faithfully  and  energetically  lor  the  benefit  of  her  pupils. 
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Division  5.    Spring  Term,  Augusta  C.  Hanscom,  Teacher. 

Miss  Hanscona  is  one  of  our  veteran  corps,  having  labored  in 
this  division  some  years  since  satisfactorily,  and  she  entered  up- 
on her  present  labors  with  this  advantage.  There  was  an  attach- 
ment between  teacher  and  pupils  which  contributed  largely  to- 
wards making  a  good  school.  The  Arithmetic  and  Reading  vlas^- 
es  particularly  excelled. 

The  Fall  Term  was  taught  by  Jennie  C.  Lord. 

The  good  work  of  the  spring  was  pushed  forward  and  fair  results 
obtained.  The  Winter  Term  was  taught  by  Eliza  Burke.  The 
school  under  the  management  of  this  teacher  was  a  model  on.-. 
She  is  a  natural  teacher  with  a  large  experience  and  sound  judg- 
ment. The  instruction  in  all  branches  pursued  was  ample  and 
thorough,  a  grand  success.  Good  progress  and  perfect  discipline. 
Would  that  more  of  our  schools  had  such  training. 

Divisions  7  and  11,  Spring  Term,  Jennie  C.  Lord,  Teacher. 

This  was  Miss  Lord's  first  attempt  at  teaching.  Some  anxiety 
was  felt  for  the  school  at  the  beginning  because  the  teacher  was 
so  young  and  without  experience,  but  as  the  school  advanced  those 
fears  disappeared,  and  at  the  close  of  the  term  the  pupils  gave  evi- 
dence of  teaching  and  training  worthy  of  a  more  experienced  teach- 
er. 

The  Fall  Term,  taught  by  Doka  T.  Chase,  was  quite  successful. 
The  advancement  in  Arithmetic  was  very  noticeable,  also  in  Read- 
ing and  Spelling. 

Two  Winter  Terms  were  taught,  one  in  each  Division;  Ella 
RiokbBi  Teacher  in  No.  ll;  Augusta  C.  Hanscom  in  No.  7. 

Both  were  pleasant  and  profitable,  and  good  progress  m  ule.  Per- 
haps no  division  in  town  has  made  more  advancement  than  7  and 

1 1  during  tin-  year. 

Division  8,  Spring  term  Mas.  Jennie  J.  H  am,  teacher,  and 
Summer  term.  Bliss  Joanna  Ball,  teacher!     Both  terms  were 

pleasant  and  profitable.  Quite  a  numbei  of  good  scholars  are 
found  here,  who  gave  evidence  of  faithfulness  on  the  part  of  the 
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teacher,  and  studiousness  on  their  own  part.  The  school  was  di- 
vided for  the  Winter  term,  Miss  Hall  continuing  her  labors  at 
the  North  end  of  the  Division,  with  very  favorable  results  for  a 
short  term.  The  Southern  portion  of  the  Division  was  taught  by 
Miranda  S.  Austin.  She  has  labored  here  before  with  marked 
success,  and  maintained  her  reputation  now  and  was  appreciated 
by  her  pupils.  This  term  was  also  short  but.  tor  the  time,  excel- 
lent progress  was  made. 

Division  12,  Spring  term ,  Lizzie  Randall,  teacher,  and  Sum- 
mer term.  Emma  15.  Johnson,  teacher.  Both  teachers  ^succeeded 
very  well.  Fair  results  followed  their  labors.  The  school  under 
the  care  of  Miss  Randall  made  good  progress,  especially  in 
Reading.  Winter  term,  Emma  Goodwin,  teacher,  under  whose 
rare  and  management  the  school  enjoyed  rare  advantages  and  was 
one  of  the  most  profitable  of  the  year.  In  every  department  ex- 
cellent and  thorough  work  was  dose. 

Division  13.  Spring  term,  Olive  A.  Robeuts,  teacher.  Some 
anxiety  was  also  felt  for  Miss  Roberts,  being  young  and  inexpe- 
rienced. But  the  school  was  composed  principally  of  small  pu- 
pils, ami  the  teacher  seemed  to  be  particularly  adapted  to  them. 
Classes  in  Reading,  Geography  and  Arithmetic  made  good  prog- 
ress. Anxiety  in  opening  was  changed  to  admiration  at  the  close 
of  the  term.  The  Fall  and  Winter  term  combined  was  taught  by 
Wm  Matthews.  Mk.  Mattiikws  though  just  entering  pedagog- 
ical labor  has  shown  in  this  school  the  natural,  as  well  as  the  ac- 
quired abilities  needed  to  secure  success  in  teaching. 

It  was  a  pleasant  surprise  to  see  the  young  men  turn  out  to  at- 
tend this  school,  determined  to  add  one  more  winter's  work  to 
their  common  school  life.  A  very  pleasant  examination  brought 
out  the  fact  that  a  continued  and  thorough  progress  had  been 
made  in  Rending,  Arithmetic,  Algebra  and  Book  Keeping,  also 
some  quite  good  scholars  in  Kuglish  Grammar.  The  very  excel- 
lent deportment  during  this  term  reflects  much  credit  upon  the 
teacher,  as  well  as  upon  the  young  men  and  ladies  composing  the 
school. 
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Division  14.  Spring  and  Winter  terms  taught  by  Dora  T. 
Chase.  Fullterm,by  Augusta  Hanscom.  This  school  though 
somewhat  small  has  enjoyed  a  year  of  good  work.  Both  of  these 
teachers  have  been  tried  and  prove  1  elsewhere  in  town.  Goo  I 
progress  was  made  all  through  the  year,  especially  in  Arithmetic 
and  Reading.  At  the  close  of  the  Spring  term  a  class  of  little 
girls  who  had  received  oral  instruction  in  Geography  attracted 
considerable  attention.  We  would  specially  commend  this  meth- 
od of  instruction  for  small  children. 

Division  15.  Spring  and  Fall  terms  taught  by  Kate  H.  Ab- 
BOTT,  who  labored  very  creditably.  The  school  made  good  and 
thorough  progress  in  the  studies  pursued.  We  haw  reason  to  In- 
proud  of  our  resident  teachers.  Some  very  smart  pupils  of  thru 
age  are  found  here.  Some  young  misses  of  12  or  13  have  finish- 
ed Arithmetic  and  taken  Algebra.  Who  will  say  that  our  present 
school  system  is  not  an  advantage  to  the  rural  divisions.  Non- 
uniformity  of  text  books  retards  progress  some  what  in  this  school. 

Winter  term  taught  by  Emma  Earl.  The  school  appeared  well 
at  hist  visit,  even  thing  seemed  to  be  moving  nicely.  It  whs 
however  abruptly  closed  on  account  of  sickness  of  the  teacher  at 
the  end  of  the  ninth  week,  without  notice  to  the  Supervisor.  Con- 
sequently no  examination  was  had  and  nothing  officially  can  be 
said  ol  the  merits  or  demerits  of  the  school. 

Dioision  lf>.  Spring  term,  Ella  M.  Greenlbaf,  teacher. 
Summer  and  Winter  terms.  Annik  J.  Johnson,  teacher.  The 
three  terms  have  berri  very  profitable  for  the  few  pupils  attend- 
ing, and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  some  resident  pupils  would  not 
improve  the  opportunities  offered.  Rapid  and  thorough  progress 
in  all  studies  pursued  showed  that  these  teachers  employed  their 
lime  well  even  with  the  few  who  composed  the  school. 

Division  id.  Spring  Term,  A.NNie  1.  Johnson,  Teacher.  Fall 
and  Winter  Terms,  Olive  A.  Koberts,  Teacher, 

There  are  some  very  smart  pupils  in  this  school,  who  made  good 

progress.     One  small  class  in   Algebra  and  the  same  in  English 


rramtnar  appeared  exceedingly  well,  showing  thorough  applica- 
ion  combined  with  a  studious  and  obedient  disposition.  Both 
eachers  labored  hard  to  secure  to  their  pupils  the  greatest  amount 
f  good.  The  deportment,  especially  of  the  Winter  Term  was 
lardly  satisfactory.  With  other  qualifications  experience  is  indis- 
pensable in  this  school. 

High  School,  Spring  Term  taught  by  Chas.  A.  Black. 
I  Wm.  L.  Palmer  had  been  engaged  to  take  charge  of  the  school 
for  the  year,  but  was  stricken  by  disease  on\y  a  few  days  before 
he  time  fixed  for  the  commencement  of  the  Spring  Term.  We 
kere  fortunate,  however,  in  securing  the  services  of  Mr.  Black, 
with  only  one  weeks'  delay.  He  was  a  young  man  with  marked 
ability  as  teacher.  His  rare  faculty  of  imparting  instruction,  hif 
kenial  sympathy,  and  the  hearty  co-operation  ot  his  pupils  made 
phe  term  a  complete  success.  Rending  was  taken  up  this  term  and 
made  a  regular  exercise  during  the  year  with  good  results. 


I  Good  progress  was  made  by  all  the  classes  and  the  deportment 
,  was  very  good. 

t      Mr.  Palmer,  having  partially  recovered,  taught  the  Fall  and 
•  Winter  Terms.    Although  his  health   gave  way  as  the  Winter 
e  term  advanced,  and  disease  was  preying  upon  him,  yet,  true  as 
steel,  he  performed  the  duties  of  the  schoolroom  with  his  usual 
and  old  time  success.    He  conducted  the  exercises  of  the  school- 
J  room  with  the  ease  and  composure  with  which  one  would  pen  an 
|.  epistle  to  a  friend.    The  discipline  was  of  the  highest  character. 
I  Strict  obedience  an  1  conformity  to  the  teacher's  wishes  were  ren- 
j.  dered  by  every  pupil.    At  the  close  ot  the  eighth  week  of  the  Win- 
r  ter  term,  Mr.  Palmer  was  so  nearly  exhausted  that  the  school  was 
abruptly  closed,  yet  we  know  that  the  year's  work  was  a  profita- 


ble one.
